WASHINGTON Where to next? 

It’s a simple question that NASA 
can't answer so easily anymore. The vet- 
eran space shuttle fleet is months from 
being mothballed and the White House 
has nixed a previous plan to fly to the 
moon. 

For the first time in decades, NASA 
has no specific space destination for its 
next stop, although it has lots of places it 
wants to go. 

Future space flight, NASA officials say, 
now depends on new rocket science and 
where it can take us. 

That uncertainty may not sit well with 
Congress, which will be grilling NASA 
chief Charles Bolden on Wednesday 
and Thursday in the first hearings since 
the George W Bush moon mission was 
shelved. 

There are only a few places in space 
where humans can go in the next couple 
of decades. NASA wants to go to all of 
them, with the ultimate destination, as 
always, being Mars. 

“The suite of destinations has not 
changed over time,” NASA deputy 
administrator Lori Garver said in an 
interview. “The moon, asteroids, Mars — 
if you’re going to go anywhere — is where 
we are going.”

If he isn’t gripping it between his fingers, it’s 
resting on the pillow next to him. The first week 
he couldn’t text while driving, he suffered “anxiety 
on the highway.” 

“It’s sad. I know,” said Potulski, 26, who checked 
his text messages three times during a 15-minute 
conversation. 

It’s also defining his generation, according to a 
Pew Research Center study released to the public 
Wednesday 

Potulski, of Lincoln Park, is one of about 50 mil- 


lion “Millennials,” characterized in the report as the 
generation of 18- to 2 9 -year-olds who have come 
into adulthood in the new millennium. They tend 
to be more confident, liberal, upbeat and open- 
minded, the report found. 

More surprising, they listed marriage and parent- 
hood as their top priorities, far above career, finan- 
cial success and being famous. But only one in five 
is married, half as many as their parents’ generation 
at the same age. 

The Pew Center called the 149 -page study— 
“Millennials: Confident. Connected. Open to 
Change” — the most ambitious examination to date 
of the age group. The study dubbed the young adults 


history’s first “always connected” generation. 

But Millennials know a lot more than how to post 
a video of themselves online. The study puts them 
on track to become the most educated generation 
in the country’s history 

Not even the economy or high unemployment 
rate is fazing them. Nine of 10 felt satisfied they had 
enough money or will have enough in the future. 

“Young adults in this age group are having a tre- 
mendously difficult time finding the first rung on 
the job ladder,” said Paul Taylor, co-editor of the 
report. “Despite suffering from these bad economic 
times, they’re notably upbeat about their own eco- 
nomic future and the overall state of the nation.”

Some O’Hare fliers can choose full-body image over pat down

The first full-body scanner is finally set to 
arrive at O’Hare next week, bringing with it 
both the hope of better security and the fear 
of invasion of privacy 

When the scanner begins operating in early 
March, randomly selected local passengers 
will be confronted with the option of going 
through the revealing imaging devices or 
being subjected to a pat down. 

The scanner will be installed at United 
Airlines’ Terminal i within the next two 
weeks, Jim Fotenos, a spokesman for the 
Transportation Security Administration, said 
Tuesday 

O’Hare and Boston’s Logan Airport, which 


will get three scanners, are the first to receive 
150 new full-body imaging machines pur- 
chased with federal stimulus money, Fotenos 
said. The other machines will be distributed 
to airports across the country by the end of 
June. 

O’Hare will use the machine, which shows 
an explicit silhouette of passengers that can 
identify explosives or other weapons con- 
cealed on the body, as an initial screening 
device. 

Even though facial features are blurred to 
protect privacy, the images reveal breasts, 
buttocks and other private parts, prompting 
some civil liberties groups to call the machines 
an unacceptable intrusion. 


INSIDE THE SCIENCE 

According to the TSA, here’s how 
backscatter technology works: 

1. A person enters the portal and raises 
both arms in preparation for the scan, 
which can take as little as four seconds. 

2. Backscatter technology uses low 
level X-rays to create a two-sided image. 

3. TSA is testing backscatter with an 
algorithm applied to the entire image to 
further protect passenger privacy. 

4. Screening officers in a remote 
location analyze the images, looking for 
weapons or contraband. The images- 
with details of faces blurred-are then 
deleted, tribune 




Peterson 
murder 
trial to start 
in June

A Will County judge on Tuesday set a June trial date 
in the murder case against Drew Peterson but has 
yet to rule on whether any hearsay evidence can be 
used, a decision that prosecutors potentially could 
appeal before trial. 

Judge Stephen White said jury selection would 
begin June 14. In August, he brought in the pool 
of some 240 potential jurors, who filled out ques- 
tionnaires and were admonished to shun coverage 
of the case. 

White’s decision on whether any of 13 remaining 
hearsay statements prosecutors want admitted at 
trial under a new state law can be heard will be filed 
under seal. It will become public after jury selec- 
tion is over, White said last week. 

The judge must consider testimony from some 
70 witnesses over 17 days on both the 2004 drown- 
ing death of Peterson’s third wife, Kathleen Savio, 
and 2007 disappearance of fourth wife, Stacy 
Peterson is charged only in Savio’s death. 

During closing arguments in the hearsay hear- 
ing last week, prosecutors revealed the importance 
they place on what they say was an accidentally 
answered four-minute phone call from Stacy’s cell 
phone to Drew’s cell phone the night Stacy was 
reported missing. 

“This is a miracle, judge,” Will County State’s 
Attorney James Glasgow said last week. “We prob- 
ably wouldn’t be standing here if it didn’t happen.” 

Drew’s stepbrother, Thomas Morphey, testified 
that Drew dropped him off in Bolingbrook that 
night, handing Morphey Drew’s cell phone and 
telling him not to answer it. 

Glasgow said two calls rang unanswered, but 
a 9:07 p.m. call accidentally was picked up by 
Morphey, who by then had placed the phone in 
his coat pocket. Prosecutors allege Drew, who was 
trying to frame a Shorewood man, was then forced 
to concoct a story about what his wife said. 

During the hearing, police and others testified 
Drew said his wife told him during the call she 
was running away with another man. Stacy’s sister, 
apparently the first to speak with Drew that night, 
testified he told her Stacy had gone to Jamaica. 

Defense attorney Joel Brodsky said the call bol- 
sters Drew’s version of what happened. He said there 
was no evidence that Morphey who only remem- 
bered the phone ringing twice, answered the call.

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Officials say 
student kept 
guns at frat

A man accused of shooting a fellow 
Northern Illinois University student 
last week had several weapons— includ- 
ing two assault rifles— in the off-campus 
fraternity where he lived, prosecutors 
said Tuesday 

The disclosure came at a court hear- 
ing in Sycamore, where a DeKalb County 
judge denied Zachary R. Isaacman’s 
request to have his $500,000 bond 
reduced. 

Isaacman, 22, has been in custody 
since early Friday after allegedly shoot- 
ing NIU student Brian Mulder in an 
incident that resulted in a brief campus 
shutdown. 

Arguing against the bail reduction, 
prosecutors said police found at least 
one AK-47, a black metal assault rifle, 
a revolver with a round in the chamber 
and a shotgun, as well as a “fairly large” 
quantity of ammunition in his room at 
the fraternity 

In a five-minute appearance via video 
link today, Isaacman answered questions 
from Circuit Judge Robbin Stuckert about 
his income, residence and status as an 
NIU student but had no comment about 
the shooting that injured Mulder, 24. 

Isaacman, who testified that he had 
no prior criminal record, was attending 
classes at NIU but was suspended by the 
university following the shooting. 

He said he was unemployed, lived in 
a room in a fraternity north of campus 
and that his family home had been fore- 
closed. 

Isaacman said his mother lives in 
an apartment in Grayslake but did 
not specify an address or her name. 
Isaacman said he would live with his 
mother if freed.

Weis eyes murder 
charge in burglary

As an investigation intensified into the burglary that 
a Chicago police sergeant was responding to when he 
fatally crashed on Lake Shore Drive, department offi- 
cials called Tuesday for the stiffest penalties possible 
should anyone be arrested. 

Sgt. Alan Haymaker crashed on an apparently icy 
stretch near the southbound exit for Irving Park Road 
early Monday after he was called to a burglary in the 
3100 block of North Clark Street. A cell-phone store 
window had been smashed and dozens of phones were 
taken during the heist, police said. 

On Tuesday, Haymaker’s death was ruled an acci- 
dent by the Cook County medical examiner’s office. 
He died from multiple injuries he suffered in the crash 
about 5:30 a.m. 

The investigation into the break-in had shifted out- 
side the city Tuesday night as Chicago police detectives, 


working with suburban departments, looked into bur- 
glaries with similar methods of operation, sources said. 

Earlier in the day after meeting with the family, 
Superintendent Jody Weis said he would ask the Cook 
County state’s attorney’s office to use a felony mur- 
der charge against anyone arrested for the burglary to 
which Haymaker was responding. 

“It appears they could be charged with murder,” Weis 
said. “I think it’s something we certainly will consider.” 

Felony murder requires that the death occurred 
during the commission of certain other felony crimes, 
including burglary 

But legal experts contacted by the Tribune were 
skeptical at the prospects that the burglar could be 
charged with murder in connection with Haymaker’s 
death due in large part because of the approximately 
mile-and-a-half distance between the accident scene 
and the burglary 


Swan loses its mate at Lincoln Park Zoo

A trumpeter swan who helped hatch a significant 
piece of Illinois conservation history was eutha- 
nized Tuesday at Lincoln Park Zoo, where the 
14-year-old male had been a familiar sight gliding 
gracefully alongside his mate in a zoo pond. 

Over the years, the pair, which mate for life, 
produced 37 chicks. So far, 34 of the chicks have 
been released in the wild, mostly through the Iowa 
Department of Natural Resources, which has run a 


successful campaign reintroducing trumpeter swans 
into restored wetlands. It is the largest bird native 
to the Midwest. 

A male chick hatched out by the Lincoln Park pair 
in 2004 became the male half of the first recorded 
trumpeter swan pair to nest in Illinois since 1847. 
In 2006, the younger pair built a nest and success- 
fully raised a clutch of chicks in a 35-acre patch of 
wetland in Savanna, 111 . 

Trumpeters disappeared from Illinois more than 


a decade before the Civil War due to overhunting. 
Only a few dozen were left anywhere early in the 
20 th century 

Lincoln Park obtained its pair to join the 
Midwestern reintroduction effort. Three weeks ago 
the male “presented a sudden onset of neurological 
problems,” zoo spokeswoman Sharon Dewar said. 
As his condition steadily deteriorated, veterinarians 
decided to euthanize him. The zoo will now find a 
new mate for its female swan, she said.

Wyoming: 'cowboy ethics’ 

B Some members of the Wyoming Legislature want to instill “cowboy 
ethics” in state law, lest lawmakers and residents forget the state’s 
western roots. 

The code would stress the importance of living with courage, keeping 
promises, finishing what you start and saying more by talking less. 

Based on the “Code of the West” outlined in a 2004 book by James 
Owen, a Wall Street investor from Texas, Senate File 51 galloped through 
the Wyoming Senate last week and on Monday lassoed unanimous approv- 
al from the House Minerals Committee. 

The bill is a symbolic gesture that carries no criminal penalties and is 
not meant to replace any civil codes. The full House of Representatives is 
expected to take up the bill soon. 


Kentucky: No more dueling oath 

When you take the oath of office in Kentucky you have to swear you 
haven’t taken part in a duel with deadly weapons. 

The promise usually elicits laughter, and state Rep. Darryl Owens has pro- 
posed amending the Kentucky Constitution to do away with the archaic 
language. The Democrat’s proposal cleared a House committee Tuesday 

According to Carl Chelf, a retired political science professor at Western 
Kentucky University, the language comes from Kentucky’s frontier days, 
when the state was a hotbed for dueling. Chelf says the framers of the state 
constitution wanted to clean up Kentucky’s reputation as a haven where 
people came to fight duels. 

If the proposal passes the House and Senate, voters would be asked in 
November whether they want to remove the language.

General balks at repealing gay ban 


WASHINGTON The Army’s top uni- 
formed officer said Tuesday he has 
“serious concerns” about overturning a 
17-year policy that bans gays from serving 
openly in the military and supports a year- 
long study into the matter before any chang- 
es are made. 

The carefully crafted comments by Army 
Chief of Staff Gen. George Casey to the 
Senate Armed Services Committee indicate 
reluctance by some within the military’s 


senior ranks to President Obama’s plan to 
repeal “don’t ask, don’t tell.” 

Obama says the policy is wrongheaded and 
should change. Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates agrees but wants to move slowly, and 
has tasked a lengthy assessment on how to 
lift the ban without affecting the force. 

Also Tuesday, the Pentagon moved to lift 
a decades-old policy that prohibits women 
from serving aboard Navy submarines. 
Congress has 30 days to weigh in.

WHISTLER, British Columbia Already the world s 
most famous bobsled, the black-coated brute 
thundered its way down the track in broad day- 
light. 

“The Night Train” was off and running— 
toward what could be America’s first four-man 
gold medal in 62 years. 

Looking lean and mean, USA-i, the matte- 
black bobsled like no other, made its first two 
training runs of the Vancouver Olympics on 
Tuesday down Whistler Sliding Center’s fever- 
ishly fast track, slightly simplified after officials 
shaved away ice from its toughest turns. 

Driver Steven Holcomb, who nearly crashed 
in the two-man event, said the minor changes 
made the course easier to negotiate. The chal-

Holcomb said The Night Train was the brain- 
child of the team’s engineer, Bob Cuneo, a race- 
car designer who started building bobsleds with 
1986 Daytona 500 champion Geoff Bodine 
nearly two decades ago. When Cuneo delivered 
this bobsled to Holcomb and his team, it was 
right off the factory assembly line. 

“It looked pretty bad,” Holcomb said “It 
looked like garbage because it’s just fiberglass. 
They were going to paint it, but they just put 
primer down, a flat-black primer. We tested it, 
and it was really fast. And we said, ‘Hey, can we

Ingredients: Wings tossed 
in a beef-based sauce with 
garlic and onion powders, 
dried oregano, basil, fennel 
seed, dry thyme, ground 
black pepper, crushed 
red pepper and Frank's 
RedHot sauce, topped with 
giardiniera. Served with a 
side of ranch and slivers of 
green peppers. 



Inspiration: Blues and Irish heritage. With nods to these 
two Chicago identities, Mahoney’s resident wing master 
and general manager, Dana Ronk (along with chef Claudio 
Mendoza, below), made this wing sauce in three stages. He 
baked house-made barbecue sauce, a Mahoney’s standby 
combining a hot sauce from Florida with secret ingredients, 

then stirred in 


buffalo sauce and 
habanero. Finally, he 
mixed in Jameson 
and burned off the 
alcohol, leaving the 
Irish whiskey flavor.

You know you’re in Chicago when your hot dog comes sans ketchup and 
your pizza crust stands nearly 3 inches talk But what about wings? In a city 
that devours chicken wings by the dozen— or at a rate of 2,800 every eight 
minutes at Yak-zies on Super Bowl Sunday— there really isn’t a style of wing 
Chicago can call its own. 

Or is there? With the nth annual Chicago WingFest on tap this weekend 
featuring 21 local bars and restaurants competing in mild, exotic, hot and 


barbecue categories, there’s no better time to create one. So we asked five 
past WingFest winners to take a stab at making a Chicago-style wing. The 
only rules: The creation can’t already be on their menu, and Chicago must be 
the inspiration.

Inspiration: Chicago’s melting pot. “Chicago is 
one of the most diverse cities I have ever had the 
privilege of living in,” says Crossroads general manager Jacqueline 
Elizondo. With that in mind, Elizondo and Crossroads owner Won Kim 
worked with the bar’s chef to incorporate the heat of the South, the wine of the 
West Coast and the sweet molasses that anyone’s Chicago grandma might 
have used. 


Chicken Vesuvio 
Wings 

Bull & Bear (431 N. Wells St. 
312-527-5973), 2009 Exotic 
Category winner 


Inspiration: Chicken Vesuvio. 
Bull & Bear chef David Blonsky 
(right), a Northbrook native, 
has been eating the Italian- 
inspired chicken dish, a 
Chicago original, since he was 
a kid. In homage to the home- 
style favorite, he incorporates 
most of the original's 
ingredients and flavors in this 
wing. Even peas, typically used 
as a garnish, get their moment 
in a puree on the side. 


Ingredients: Organic wings and Yukon Gold potatoes coated in white wine, 
chopped garlic, Italian seasonings, chicken stock and red chile flakes. Served 
with sliced prosciutto and a smear of pureed English peas on the side. 


Inspiration: Chicago’s love of “mild sauce.” When 
Wings Around the World owner Abeng Stuart 
(left), who was born in Chicago and raised in 
Jamaica, opened this Greater Grand Crossing 
wing stop, he truly wanted to give folks a taste of 
the world. But the world isn’t always on their minds, Stuart says. “People ask for mild sauce for their 
French fries, for their wings. ... I have 55 flavors of chicken [sauce], and people will still look at you 
and say, Are you serious? I just want some mild sauce.’ ” This would be his first on the menu. 


Heat level: Mild. The flavor is tangy with a hint of sweetness thanks to a touch of honey and a bit of 
kick from the hot sauce Stuart used in the recipe. 


Ingredients: Deep-fried wings tossed with a saucy mix of lemon pepper, honey, and 
barbecue and hot sauces. No dip needed for these bad boys, Stuart says. 


Heat level: Mild. This savory 
wing isn’t intended to knock 
you on your butt, Blonsky 
says. Instead, the crispy skin 
and juicy meat make for a filling 


snack that can be eaten as a meal. 


Heat level: Hot. Ronk ranks this wing a 7 on 
a 1-10 scale-you’ll want to keep the side 
of gorgonzola-ranch sauce close. 


Ingredients: Mahoney’s 
house-made barbecue sauce, 
Frank’s Red Hot Buffalo Wings sauce, 
melted butter, Jameson Irish Whiskey 
and green habanero sauce to taste. Served with 
celery, carrots and a gorgonzola-ranch dipping 
sauce on the side.

Heat level: Mild. “You feel it, but it’s not like a Buffalo,” Elizondo says. “It has a tangy zip.” 

Ingredients: Red wine, Tabasco, ground chiles, sugar, molasses and a few other ingredients “for us to 
know and you to try and figure out,” Elizondo says.

To clarify: Laureates singer Chad Preston doesn’t expect 
the fame of an actual laureate — a person honored in his 
or her field, FYI— and he also isn’t trying to be clever 
like a poet laureate. In fact, the local rocker says many 
times he doesn’t even know what his songs mean when 
he writes them. 

“There’s no intention to try to tell any kind of story 
or to set up a scene in a song,” Preston said from his 
place in Portage Park. “Usually the meaning, at least for 
me, comes out after I’ve written something. I listen to 
it and go, ‘Oh, yeah, maybe that makes sense. Maybe 
that’s what the song’s about.’ ” 

That act-first, evaluate-later philosophy is fitting 
of the band’s sound, which Preston, 35, dubs “drunken 
garage pop.” On Friday the Laureates play a release 
show at Hideout for their catchy, ’6 os-inspired EP, “No 


Kontrol,” which is fuzzier and rougher around the edges 
than the band’s 2008 full-length, “There Are No More 
Gentlemen.” Furthering expanding their material, the 
band also is posting one cover song for free download 
every month through 2010 (covered so far: the Velvet 
Underground and the Breeders).

Andrew Belle has had

immediately I have no tips. We’re all in 
relationships anyway, so we probably 
shouldn’t even be talking about that kind 
of stuff.

[Laughs] I don’t know if we can include 
ourselves. We try to be, but I don’t know if 
gentlemen do well in rock music, "'tbu’re 
supposed to have low morals, right? 

Is that right? 

Classically speaking. I think there’s a lot 
of nice guys in music too. I would hope. 

You can count us in on that. We’re not 
a-holes or anything. 

When people think of laureates, they 
probably don’t think of low morals. 

Yeah, it sounds like we have a pretty high 
opinion of ourselves when we have that 
band name, right? But we literally pulled it 
out of the trash. It came out of a Chicago 
Reader article we found in a dumpster 
outside of our practice space.

For the past few weeks, an epic drama has been 
unfolding in West Town thanks to the efforts of the 
Building Stage’s associate artistic director, Joanie 
Schultz (left), and founder Blake 
Montgomery, who co-direct “The 
Ring Cycle,” a four-and-a-half-hour 
drama in four parts with a rock ’n’ 
roll score by former Andrew Bird 
drummer Kevin O’Donnell. Add 
a couple of intermissions and 
a dinner break and the experi- 
ence clocks in at six hours, which 
is roughly the amount of time it takes to fly from 
Chicago to Vancouver, British Columbia, where 
physical feats of a different nature are happening at 
this year’s Winter Olympics. 

The play is based on Richard Wagner’s late 19th 
Century libretto “Der Ring des Nibelungen” (a.k.a. 
“The Ring Cycle”), a series of four operas exploring 
love and power. We checked in with Schultz, who 
came up with the idea to tackle Wagner’s work, to 
find out more. 

“The Ring Cycle” recently 
opened after two weekends of 
previews. How’s it going? 

Really well. Almost everybody 
says the time just flies by I think 
that we’re more trained for that 
than we think we are because we 
get DVDs of TV shows and watch the whole 
thing. 

What’s the play about? 

In general, it’s about the dichotomy of love vs. 
power. In order to make the ring of power, one has 
to give up love completely That’s what starts all of 
this. It has a little bit of everything: the love story, 
dark comedy, violence. 

How are the actors holding up? 

Pretty good. Because we’re doing two shows a 
week and they’re back-to-back, they get all week 
to recuperate and forget the show a little bit. 

These actors also signed on for a particularly 
long process because we basically had to rehearse 
four plays. 


How long was the rehearsal process? 

Our first rehearsal was Sept. 8, and we opened on 
Feb. 13. We had 85 rehearsals, which are three or 
four hours long. We were looking for actors who 
were interested in doing something really intense. 
It’s not up everyone’s alley I think we ended up 
with some really cool people because of that. 

How did this project come together? 

I was listening to this podcast of Radiolab, and they 
had an old episode called “The Ring and I” which 
was about “The Ring Cycle” when it was in New 
Tork. I knew [artistic director Blake Montgomery] 
wanted to do something big and 
thought, “Wow This would make 
a great play” I don’t think a lot of 
people know the stories because 
they’re pulled from Old Norse 
mythology and Icelandic sagas. 

It took Wagner almost 30 years to 
write his cycle. How long did it take 
you two to adapt it? 

Not nearly that long. [Laughs] We found one trans- 
lation that we liked and we did a reading with some 
friends in May of last year. Over the summer, we 
each took two parts and four or five translations of 
each and wrote out a script. [The operas] are very 
close to being plays anyway, so it wasn’t that hard. 

Have you changed much since the play started? 

We did two weekends of previews, and that was 
incredibly helpful. After that first weekend we cut 
like 15 minutes off the show. 

What’s Kevin O’Donnell’s original score like? 

It’s two electric guitars, a bass, a drum kit and a 
glockenspiel. Kevin loves the glock. It’s all within a 
rock vein and it’s all based on Wagner’s score.

Don’t bury the album just yet. "Yes, it’s struggling, with album sales down by half 
since the historical high it set in 2000 — sales dropped another 8.5 percent in 2009 
to 489.8 million, even as overall music sales climbed 2.1 percent, according to 
Nielsen SoundScan. Album-buying havens, such as the Virgin Megastores and the 
Tower Records chains, vanished, and music industry and technology leaders have 
been trumpeting what they see as the more attractive profit margins of single sales 
and $i.29-a-pop downloading for years. 


That death knell sure is getting pretty loud. 
Or maybe it’s just a wake-up call. More and more 
artists and fans are banding together to support 
the album as an art form and as a way to distrib- 
ute music. 

Britt Daniel— whose band, the indie-rockers 
Spoon, recently enjoyed commercial success 
with its first top-five album “Transference”— 
says, regardless of industry hype, the album will 
continue to validate both artists and music fans. 

“It’s certainly the test of a band’s mettle,” says 
Daniel, whose critical success was cemented 
when Spoon was named Artist of the Decade 
by Metacritic for the Austin, Texas, band’s con- 
sistently praised albums in the 2000s. “It’s hard 
to make an album’s worth of songs and do it 
well— the ones that do occupy a higher place in 
mind and in psyche. ... Live shows can be wild 
and fun, life-changing if done really well. But a 
great album has always meant the most to me.” 

Daniel isn’t alone in his vocal defense of the 
album. Independent record stores around the 
country have united to create Record Store Day, 
which takes place April 17, to “celebrate the art 
of music.” Digital retailer eMusic has launched 
an “Embrace the Album” campaign on Facebook 
and Twitter, as a “place to highlight records that 
are best consumed whole.” 

“I do think there’s still value in 11 great songs 
packaged together, flowing from start to finish,” 
saysj. Edward Keyes, eMusic’s editor-in-chief. “I 
think that’s a testament to an artist’s time and 
vision, and those are the kinds of things that will 
be a longer relationship.” 

These campaigns may be having some effect. 
Though it’s still a small fraction of the overall 


market, vinyl album sales were up 33 percent last 
year, to 2.5 million, the highest sales level since 
SoundScan started keeping records in 1991. And 
eMusic reports that about 72 percent of its sales 
now are full albums. 

Spoon’s Daniel says artists get energized by 
crafting albums for that kind of audience. Even 
after completing the recording, artists once again 
are taking a great deal of care in sequencing, 
deciding what order works best for the songs. 

“Sequencing is always open for vigorous 
debate,” Daniel says. ‘A song or two generally 
stands out as a good opener or a good closer. For 
‘Gimme Fiction,’ ‘The Beast and the Dragon, 
Adored’ was a pretty obvious opener. On the 
last record, ‘Black Like Me’ was a pretty obvi- 
ous closer.” 

All of it was in mind when Daniel was working 
on “Transference.” 

“I just wanted it to feel like something like all 
of our records and have it take some left turns 
that you weren’t expecting,” he says. “What I 
hope you will find is that it hangs together.” 

Keyes says that kind of care is a road to long- 
term success. “How many people are going to 
keep going to see a band live if they only have 
three good songs?” he says. “Especially with 
indie bands, I feel like it’s about a whole body of 
work that they are now selling out shows, that 
they are so in-demand.” 

Not everyone is sold, though. 

Parts of the music industry are experiment- 
ing with configurations that are somewhere 
between the single track and the full-fledged 
17 -track album. In March, instead of releasing 
a full album, Blake Shelton will release a “six 



pak” on Warner Music Nashville, a six-song col- 
lection called “Hillbilly Bone” that will be fol- 
lowed by another six-song grouping scheduled 
for August. 

“I talk to my fans every day, and the first 
question they ask me is, ‘When are you going to 
release a new record?’ ” Shelton said in a state- 
ment. “I want to give my fans new music more 
often, and at a lower price” 

Though much of the industry always will be 
focused on building flashy new acts like Ke$ha 
or Justin Bieber, Keyes says music fans may stop 
trying to follow all those twists and turns. 

“I have to believe there is a point at which 
people are going to get tired of having to keep up 
with a new artist every 15 minutes,” Keyes says. 
“I think they’re going to want someone who’s 
going to be around a little bit longer, with a little 
more substance to it. 

“I think you can still make new music fans, 
who want albums. I think a big part of the indus- 
try’s problem is people aren’t hearing music that 
resonates with them.” 
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Long Island Vinyl Exchange in 
East Northport, N.Y, carries 
250,000 vinyl albums— some 
vintage and some freshly pressed. 

Owner John DeSimone says a 
new generation has “embraced the 
album,” especially now that turn- 
tables are once again easy to find, 
including stand-alone models that will 
convert vinyl albums to MP3S that can be 
played on iPods and computers. 

“What the kids know today is that 
they get a piece of art when they buy an 
album— it’s a tangible thing, it sounds bet- 
ter, it’s different than downloading some- 
thing,” DeSimone says. “They own a piece 
of music.” 

So what are DeSimone’s customers buy- 
ing? Among the old standbys —Beatles clas- 
sics, Michael Jackson’s “Thriller,” a shelf- 


hill of 
Billy Joel 

albums— are the newcomers, Lady 
Gaga picture discs, and new releases from 
Grizzly Bear and Animal Collective. 

“I can’t keep enough Animal Collective 
albums in the store,” he says. “I order all I 
can, and they’re gone just as fast.” newsday

Give your order 
a close inspection 

"VWre entertaining a few friends or clients at a restaurant and because 
you are the host, the task of selecting the wine for dinner falls into your 
jurisdiction. 

You know a little bit about wine but never have ordered a bottle for 
the whole table. Now is not the time to admit your lack of wine experi- 
ence, so you put on your best game face, narrow down the choices to a 
bottle that you think will work well for everyone and hand in the order 
to your server. 

Your guests are impressed and you feel victorious and relieved, as 
the hardest part is now over. But just as you begin to relax, the waiter 
comes back to the table with the bottle in hand and asks you to 
approve the wine. Now what do you do? 

If this scenario sounds familiar, you’re not alone. Selecting a wine 
for dinner can be complicated enough, but there is another set of ritu- 
als involved in approving the wine before accepting it for service at a 
restaurant. Most of these steps are put into play to ensure you as the 
consumer are pleased with your selection. 

Here is a step-by-step guide to approving a bottle of wine like a pro. 


Confirm the bottle 

□ The waiter will read the name of the wine aloud. Confirm to make 
sure everything is correct: vintage, grape variety and vineyard. Look 
closely-labels from the same winery often look similar. 


Inspect the cork 

□ You don’t need to do anything with the cork, especially sniff it. For 

wines that are more than 10 years old, you can inspect the cork to see if 
the wine was stored properly. An excessively wet or a dry and crumbly cork 
can indicate improper storage conditions, although this may not affect the 
taste of the wine. Definitely don't worry about screw caps or synthetic corks. 


Taste the wine 

D The waiter will pour a 1-ounce sample from your bottle. You can swirl 
the wine in the glass to enhance the aroma, or you can go straight 
to tasting. If the wine smells or tastes like mold, mildew, wet cardboard or 
if it seems “off” in any way, let your waiter know. Also check to see if the 
temperature is to your liking. If all is well, give your approval and the waiter 
will pour the wine around the table. 


Repeat 

□ If you would like another bottle of wine, repeat the steps you’ve already 
taken. You will receive a fresh glass to sample from. Let your server 
know if you would like the rest of your guests to also receive fresh glasses.
